Burns will be in constant touch with 
the situation in Columbus for two or 
three weeks and will himself go be- 
fore the grand jury and testify that 
his three detectives, who were ar- 
rested here at midnight, Saturday, 
were working under his direction. De- 
tectives F. &S. Harrison, David 
Berry and A. C. Bailey, who are the 
men arrested, said this afternoon that 


outcome of the warrants sworn 
against them by Dr. George B. Nye, 
of Pike county, and that had Dr. Nye 
taken the tip earlier, he might have 
saved himself a “lot of trouble.” 

According to the statement made 
tonight by Detective Berry, Burns 
will return to Columbus tomorrow 
morning. He will immediately go in- 
to private conference here with his 
sleuths and later with the Columbus 
Manufacturers’ Association, by which 
he was retained to find the guilty men. 

IN THE HANDS OF TURNER. 

The three detectives say there will 
be no developments from their side 
in the case and that all they will 
have to do will be to furnish the evi- 
dence they hive gathered and leave 
the matter in the hands of Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Edward C. Turner..

VICE-PRESIDENT CORRAL 
DENIES THE INTERVIEW. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

PARIS, May 1.— Vice-President 
Corral of Mexico arrived here today 
and, in a statement made to the As- 
sociated Press, denied that he had 
ever given an interview at Santander, 
or elsewhere, in which he criticised 
Americans as having fomented the 
revolution in Mexico. 

On April 27, Bi Iimparcial of Mexico 
City printed a dispatch from San- 
tander, Spain, in which Corral! was 
quoted as saying the revolution was 
fomented. by Americans desirous of 
intervention by the United States. 
According to the dispatch, the Vice- 


vention all Mexicans would unite to 
fight the common enemy. 

The publication was called_to the. 
attention of the State Department at 
Washington by Ambassador Wilson 
and the American government took 
| ‘the matter with Mexico. 

The Vice-President, who is in Eu- 
rope on sick leave, arrived at San- 
tander last Wednesday. He came 
here today and, after remaining sev- 
| eral days, will go to Berlin, where he 

will consult spec ialists. ; 
Senor Corral said: ~ “I never 
‘given an interview at Santander, or: 
elsewhere, criticising Americans as 
having fomented the rebellion. The 
alleged interview was a pure inven- 
tion, unworthy of notice.’’ 

The Vice-President said he under- 
stood Gen. Reyes was going to Mex- 
ico, but as their paths had not crossed 
he had not met the general. 

Asked whether he intends to re- 
sign the Vice-Presidency, Corral re- 
plied he had no intention of so doing, 
but could not, of course, speak for the 
‘future. He had come to Europe to 
‘receive medical treatment, on a leave 
of absence granted by Congress. 

As to the rumor he might be suc- 
ceeded in the Vice-Presidency by 
Reyes, he said he could not under- 
(stand how this could be when he had 
been elected for a term bf six years 
and still had some years to serve. 
The Vice-President, he said, was 
elected by the people, the office not 
being appotntive. 

“Seven months ago.” said Corral, 
“Tl retired temporarily from active po- 
litical serviees on account of my 
health. I have carefully refrained, 
therefore, from all comment or action 
which might embarrass my govern- 
ment. My only knowledge of the gen- 
eral situation is from what I read in 
the newspapers.’

His 
daughter, Winnifred, who, year after 
year, pleaded for mercy for her 
father, was at the prison gate to greet 
him. She had provided an automo- 
bile to Sacramento and the trip was 
made at rapid speed. | 

It was Evans's first automobile 
ride, for autos were unknown when 
he was holding up trains and bat- 
ting with posses down in Tulare 
county. He chose to leave the prison 
by the auto route because it would be 
quicket than the . Southern, Pacific 
train and because he hoped to avoid 

newspaper reporters. They had been 
told he, would leave Folsom on a 
motor car at 7 o'clock. Evans has 
none too friendly feelings for the 
Southern Pacific anyway. 

Evans will remain in Sacramento a 
few days and will then go to Port- 
land, where, he says, he hopes to find 
a quiet retreat with his family in 
which to spend his remaining days. 

Evans, 65 years old, with one eye 
and one arm shot away and his form 
bent with age and trouble, said: 

“All I now want is to get off to a 
quiet spot with my. family, there to 
regain my health and live in peace 
and quiet. I’m done fighting.” 

He says he never lost hope while 
his youngest daughter was fighting 
for his freedom. He had confidence 
he would be set free. She succeeded 
two weeks ago in getting him pa- 
roled, Mayr 1 being fixed as the date 
for his release. 

Speaking of his cnreer as a bandit, 
he sald: “There was only one way in 
which to fight the Southern Pacific 
Company in that day. That was the 
way I fought it. It controlled prac- 
tically all the courts and there was 
no chance for justice where poor peo- 
ple were pitted against that com- 
pany. ”

rapidity undergo extreme physical suf- 
fering, an authofitative opinion is ex-

probably been felt by relatives of the 
unfortunate workers who were killed 
in the recent fire in Washington place 
by reflection on the supposedly agoniz- 
ing pain caused by such a death. 
Where a great bulk of highly inflam- 
mable substances is quickly consumed 
in a closed space, the result is the pro- 
duction of large quantities of carbon 
monoxide. 
“The gas, it is well known, combines 
with the hemoglotgins of the blood to 
form a compound: that refuses to 
combine with oxygen. The result is 
speedy and probable painless asphyxi- 
ation before the flames have had a 
chance to attack: the bodies of thie vic- 
tims.”

FOR BIG SITE. 


‘PROCRASTINATION DEPRIVES 
SCHOOL BOARD OF BARGAIN. 


Threatened Strike of Carpenters 
Fails to Develop and the Big Con- 
tractors Are Working Full Forces 
With no Signs of Trouble—Super- 
intendent of Streets Is Appointed. 


SANTA MONICA, May 1.—The 
Washington-school playground-site 
fight has been settled in an unusnal 
manner. While the people and mem- 
bers of the Board of Education were 
fighting the battle, along came a Los 
Angeles invesor, who was attraced by 
the charms of the location, and pur- 
chased the larger of the properties 
submitted at a figure more than $1000 
above the higher estimate originally 
placed upon the Vawter property. In 
short, he pays approximately $7500 
for a tract which was offered to the 
school district for $4500. 

In the first estimates in connection 
with the condemnation — 
it was figured that $6500 would be 
about the proper price to pay for the 
Vawter site; but E. J. Vawter told 
the Board of Education that as the 
property was to be for public use, ho 
would submit it to the courts in a 
condemnation suit and bind himself 
to return to the treasury every dol- 
lar awarded him in excess of $4500. 

Should condemnation proceedings 
be instituted now, they would obvious- 
ly be with the new owner and the 
property would necessarily have to be 
figured at a different valuation. The 
only thing remaining for the school to 
do is to go ahead and add to its play- 
ground by condemning the smaller of 
the two sites offered, being the prop- 
erty adjoining the present playground 
on the north. 

NO CHANGE. 

There was no demonstration of any 
kind on the part of labor today, when 
the demands of organization were en- 
forced for a daily wage of $4 for car- 
penters. The larger of the bullding 
operations are being conducted along 
open-shop lines, wages being $3.50, 
$4, $5 or whatever sum per day the 
employing contractors believe each 
man to be worth, based on individual 
merits. They are recognizing no or- 
ganization whatever, and are employ- 
ing meh as individuals, each on his 
own account. This is the plan being 
followed at Seaside Terrace, where 
three apartment housés are under 
way, and on the new Marine-street 
pier, where twenty-six men were add- 
ed today to the working forces, the 
price per day being $3.50.

NEW LAW HITS THE SERVICE 


Telephone Company at Covina Will 
Pay More for Less Efficient Work 
at the Board. 
COVINA, May 1.—Managef Frank 
Wright 6f the Covina telephone ex- 
change is inclined to believe that the 
eight-hour law, relating to women 
employees, will seriously impair the 
efficiency. of the local telephone serv- 
ice. While he has been practically 
working his force of operators on an 
eight-hour basis for a year, he says. 
that its rigid enforcement means the 
constant breaking in of new girls at 
the number board, and this means, 
not only a green operator at work, 
but an experienced one engaged in 
teaching | dhe new girl. 

When the announcement was made 
in the local office that the girls were 
to be put on an eight-hour basis the 
operators held a consultation among 
themselves; and were on the point 
of quitting in a body, because of the 
cut in wages. which the short day 
threatened, but this matter was satis- 
factorily adjusted, as the telephone 
company. has agreed to pay the girls 
at a rate that will make up this de- 
ficiency. =| | 

The Covtna girls are paid a higher 
rate than the exchanges throughout 
the country in the Southern Califor- 
nia district of the independent tele- 
phone companies operated under the 
Home Telephone Company system. 
This higher rate is due to the com- 
petition for the services of the girs, 
which the company has to meet with 
the fruit-packing companies. Girls 
earn good wages in packing fruit, and 
sometimes prefer the fruit industry to 
that of the telephone operating. The 
eight-hour law will mean an increase 
in expense of $150 per month to the 
local exchange.

BY VAST FLOOD. 


NINETY MILLION GALLONS OF 
WATER THREATENS. 
Engineers’ Gang Supplemented by 
Additional Aid Kept Busy 
Strengthening the Frail Leash 
Which Held the Waters in Check. 
Soldiers Ready for Inspection. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, May 1.—Nine- 
ty million gallons of water, with an in- 
take at this date of nearly 690,000 daily, 
at the big dam in the extreme northern 
portion of the home, and known on 
the home’s map as “Lake Brown,” 
made it necessary for thd engineer's 
gang and additional help to do some 
speedy shoring up at that place. 

For several years past the bottom 
of that vast hole had been little more 
than covered by water, and as a con- 
sequence but little attention had been 
given to repairs. But sixtcen inches 
of downpour during the past winter, 
pouring in from Mandeville Canyon 
and reaching upwards to the embank- 
ments of clay for twenty-five feet, 
made it necessary to add several feet 
to the width of the bank on the south 
side. In the event of a break the 
course of that 90,000,000 gailons would 
-have been carried directly toward that 
group of buildings comprising the 
bakery, dining hall, kitchen and several 
nearby barracks.

At Last! 


SMALL-BORE SQUAD REAL FACT: 


HAT much-heralded small-bore 
squad of prospective saucer- 
smashers really materialized at 
the Sunday practice shoot of the Los 
Angeles Gun Club members over their 
Venice grounds. If the enthusiasts 
who emulated their. shooting skill up- 
on their devotion to the sundry six- 
teen, twenty and twenty-eight. bores 
to which they were married, failed to 
get all the birds in sight, no one ac- 
cused them of ovérlooking any novel- 
ties in the form of sport that offered. 
Individually and collectively, the 
tsmall-bore prophets wrought far 
more damage to their pocketbooks 
than to the ducking targets; and as 
it happened, each went up against a 
game at which he was sadly out of 
practice, so thé poor showing made 
militates against the men and affords 
no accurate data upon the real effi- 
ciency of the little guns for this work 
at all. The shooting was done from 
sixteen yards, = of it -with guns 
below the shoulder in the fleld style. 
Notwithstanding this, and the extra 
handicap of greatly reduced shot 
charges, a general average of approx- 
imately 50 per cent. was made, which 
will be raised materially by the same 
shots when in such practice that 
they are able to:give their pet pop- 
}éuns a fair chance. 

The organization of a small-bore 
section is to be proceeded with, and 
it is the plan of those participating to 
make of the shooting of blue-rocks, a 
game as nearly approaching actual 
field practice as possible. Long runs 
jand straight scores will not be at- 
tempted because: admittedly i{mpossi- 
ble. Those using the small-gauge 
guns are all field shots, and all other 
forms of shooting are to them sub- 
sidiary to the pursuit of game. 
Among other forms of practice talked 
over are the taking of incomers from 
the tower trap which is to be in- 
stalled, and fleld practice in “walk- 
ing up” the bird, as well as standing 
abreast the line of flight and learning 
judgment of pacé on crossing targets, 
which is a form of shot with which 
duck-hunters repeatedly have to do.. 
Sunday, T. N. Gibson and the 
writer were shooting their twenty- 
eight gauges and found upon them- 
selves the concliision that the guns 
were equal to better work than the 
gunners so far 4s targets were con- 
cerned, and needed only to be loaded 
properly to develop a high figure of 
efficiency. These two shooters went 
out into the fleld,to practice on cross- 
ing birds, and found that the guns 
were equal to Wbreaking the targets 
consistently, missing only about half 
as many as from the’ score.
